GRANTS, Zaken before a Proteſ- 
tant Commiſſary. 


. Os EPE PILZ GGR, Huſbandman, 
* late of Gerathſþach, in the Bailiwick 
of St. John's, made the following De- 
claration: a 
BECAUsE the Roman-Catholicꝶ Prieſts, 
| MX throughout the Archbiſhoprick of Saltæ- 
burg, did not preach the Word of 
| God, or the Goſpel, and their whole Ser- 
vice conſiſted in celebrating Maſs in the 
Latin Tongue, which the common Peo- 
ple do not underſtand, and muſt there- 
fore content themſelves with a blind 
and implicit Faith ; and becauſe he heard 
nothing in their Sermons and Churches 
but Fables, and Doctrines of the Pope's 
XZ Invention; the contrary of which, he 
and others of his Countrymen (his Fel- 
7 low-Believers) were convinced of by the 
Word of God, and his Divine Aſſiſtance: 
Their Deſires to read the Holy Bible, | 
which affordeth great Comfort to their 
Souls, with Freedom, increaſed daily i 
more and more; and they conceived ſuch 
an Averſion to the Romiſh Doctrines, that 


they 
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they choſe rather to aſſemble in ſmall 
Congregations among themſelves, to edi- 
fy one another by Singing and Praying, WW 


than to go to the Popiſb Churches, and 
to Maſs, where they heard nothing that 


could give the leaſt Comfort to their 


Souls. And God hath ſtirred up the 
Hearts of about 19000 Perſons, by his 
Holy Spirit, freely, openly, and without 
Fear, to profeſs the Proteſtant Religion. 

THE Inhabitants of the Bailiwick of 
St. John's led the Way, in Fanuary 1731; 
and were followed by a great Number 


in the reſpective Bailiwicks of Weiten, 


Goldegg, St. Veit, Radſtadt, Wagrain, 


Groſthal, Gaſtein, Taxenbach, and Saal- 


feld. We reſolved unanimouſly to ad- 
dreſs our ſelves to the Evangelick Body at 


Kati sbon, and not to ſuffer our Conſciences 


to be kept any longer under a heavy 
Yoke and Conſtraint, in Matters of Re- 
ligion. 'To this End, ſeveral of the dif- 
ferent Bailiwicks aſſembled three Times 


at Schwartzbach, where we reſolved noet 


to depart from the Auguſtin Confeſſion, 


but to perſevere therein to the End of 


our Lives; ſo that no Sufferings or Fear 


whatſoever ſhould be able to deter us 


from this Reſolution. This being come 


to the Ears of the Clergy, and our Ma- 
giſtracy, it cauſed a great and uncommon 
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Conſternation amongſt them, they being 
Naſtoniſhed at the great Number of thoſe 
Wwho ſeparated themſelves from the Ro- 
Jnan-Catbolickb Church; and they ſent an 
WAccount of this our ſtedfaſt Declaration 
nd Profeſſion of Faith, to the Archbi- 
Hop at Saltzburg. The Clergy thereupon 
efuſed to baptize our new- born Children, 
ud would not permit us to interr our 


Dead in the Church- yard. Theſe their 
= f ſed 1c h Grief 
Proceedings cauſed ſo much Grief to us, 


hat after that Time, we did not fre- 
W uent their Churches any more; and we 
Puried our Dead our ſelves. 

Wr aſſembled with our Neighbours 
In different Places, ſinging with Devotion 
Wpiricual Hymns, and making earneſt 
Prayers to God; entreating him to aſſiſt 
Is powerfully with his Divine Grace. 
his Devotion ſtrengthened our Faith, 
nd gave more Comfort to our Souls, than 
If we had heard a thouſand Maſſes in the 
F opiſh Churches. : wy 
Tu xs x our ſpiritual Aſſemblies made 
Ihe Eccleſiaſticks very uneaſy, wherefore 


Nee 


they gave Notice thereof to the Archbi- 
hop, who publiſhed thereupon a ſevere 
dict, prohibiting theſe Aſſemblies for the 
gp ucure, upon Pain of large Fines, Corpo- 
al Puniſhment, and even Death itſelf. 


BuT we were not thereby deterred 


rom reading the Word of God: and 
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knowing that we ought to obey God, ra 
ther than Men, we omitted not to afſem 
ble in the Thai manner, like a Flocl 
without a Shepherd. 

IN civil Matters, on the contrary, w | 
ſhewed, out of a die Senſe of our Dit 
all manner of Obedience to the Will 0 
our Superiors, and did all that was ii 
cumbent on us, without the leaſt Shel 
of Obſtinacy or Oppoſition; and Ge 
hath preſerved our Minds from any ſuc 
Thought. Notwithſtanding this our Bd 
| haviour, both Prieſts and Laymen ha 
invented, and given out, tho' withour anj 
Foundation of Truth, that we had! 
Defign to ſet Fire to Houſes, to but 
Towns and Villages, like Incendiaries, an 
to ruin them, and lay waſte the Cour 
try; in ſhort, that we fomented a Sed 
tion, and a Rebellion againſt our Sov 
reign. Hearing theſe invented Falſhoodſ 
which never enter'd into our 'T hought 
we were much caſt down ; yet comfo 13 
ing our ſelves with our Anoden an 
good Conſciences, we prayed heartily ui 
to God, that be would moſt graciouſ 
preſerve us from ſuch horrid Wickedneſ 
and forgive our Enemies their deſtructi 
Deſigns to ruin us by their Calumni 
They have farther infinuated to our G 
vernors another Untruth, V2, 'F b

e had ſolicited the Emperor to aſſiſt 
s with Soldiers; that we had provided 
ar ſelves with Arms and Ammunition ; 
nd that we inſtigated others to Sedition 
nd Rebellion: That, particularly, my 
elf and ſome others had perplexed Peo- 
les Minds about Matters of Religion, 


ere new Heretick Preachers, worſe than 
eue, Turks, or Heathens ; and that we 
ad no Faith or Religion at all. Theſe 
Ind other ſuch unheard of Things they 
id to our charge, which never once en- 
ed our Thoughts. 

Upon this, 200 Soldiers, by the Com- 
Hand of his Serene Highneſs the Arch- 
iſhop, fell upon Twenty one of us

you Heretick Dogs! this you deſerve, ang 
a worſe Treatment ſtill. Being after? 
wards caſt into Priſon, and put i

ogs? Our Prince is a true Papift : He

Tares. His Serene Highneſs can get 
Subjects enough in your room, out of 
Tyrol and other Places, who will occupy 
your Lands with Joy. Nevertheleſs they 
did not permit us to leave the Country, 
agreeably to our own Choice; but on the 
contrary, went to work different Ways, 
and uſed all poſſible Means to bring us 
over again to the only ſaving Roman-Ca- 
tholick Church, as they called it, and to 
ſtay in the Country. : 
THE Examinant having born his hard MF 
Impriſonment 32 Weeks and 3 Days, | 


with Patience and great Conſtancy, (for 


which he returns God hearty 'Thanks) 
for the Sake of Chriſt and his holy Word, 
he was at laſt releaſed out of Priſon, with 


others: He got no Paſſport; but inſtead 


thereof, a Copy of the Sentence pro- 
nounced in the Archbiſhop's Court oi? 
Juſtice, and publiſhed by the Magiſtrates | 
of the City of Saltzburg, was delivered 
to him, as well as to the reſt of the 
Priſoners; the Contents whereof it will 
be proper to inſert here, to make it 
known the more to the Publick, eſpe-| 
cially, ſince the Reaſon upon which the 


Judges founded their Deciſion is utterly | 


falſe, and was not in the leaſt proved.

Tus Examinant further ſaid, That 
he had left behind him a Houſe, with 
the Goods thereto belonging, at Geraths 
pach, in the Bailiwick of St. wt of 
the Value of 10000 Florins. 


2. Stephan 
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2. Stephan Hauga, Huſbandman, aged a- 
bout 70 Years, of the Bailiwickof Rad/tadf, 
declared, That an Edict having been pub- 
liſhed in the Archbiſhoprick of Saltæ- 


| burg, that all thoſe who did not profeſs 


the pure Roman-Catholick Religion, ſhould 
not any longer be tolerated in that Coun- 
try, and that thoſe who were ſuſpected 
on Account of Religion, ſhould declare, 
Whether they were of the Roman-Ca- 
tholick, or Proteſtant Religion? and he 


publickly profeſſing the latter, ſeveral 
Soldiers and civil Officers aſſaulted his 


Houſe on Saturday Night before Mi- 


chaelmas laſt Year, as if he had been a 


Rogue and a Felon, and forced him (a 
damn'd Heretick, as they called him,) 
from his Wife and ſix Children. They 


carried him to Radſtadt into Priſon, 
where he lay ten Days in Irons, and had 
nothing but Bread and Water allowed 
him for his Nouriſhment. From Rad- 
ſtadt he was conducted under a Guard 
of Soldiers to Werfen, being led all the 
Way by a Rope, which they had faſtned 
about his Neck in ſuch a manner, that he 
was almoſt ſtrangled therewith; and they 
inſulted and reproach'd him very much on 


Account of his Heretick Religion, as they 
called it. From Werfen, a Detachment 
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of Imperial Soldiers brought him up to 
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diſcharged, after an Impriſonment of 31 


TIDY — 
the Caſtle of Saltaburg, ſtill having Shac- 
kles on his Hands and Feet; but here 
they took off his Irons. Theſe Imperial 
Soldiers uſed him better than the former 
did, not ſuffering them to injure him, or 
to give him any opprobrious Language; 
having Compaſſion on him, by reaſon af 
hig Age. 
AT Saltæburg the Induifitory Proceſs 
againſt him was at laſt begun: Bur tho 
they examined him ſeveral Times, yet 
neither all, nor any part of the Crimes 
impated to him, could be ſufficiently 
proved againſt him, wherefore 'he was 


Weeks. He received likewiſe a Copy of 
the Sentence given in the Archbiſhop's 
Court of Juſtice, as before mentioned, & 
inſtead of a Paſsport ; and the fame be- al 
ing read to him, the Commiſſary of the le 
City of Saltzburg told him, That if his 


Imperial Majeſty had not interpoſed in c 


behalf of the Exiles, the Laws made a- N 
gainſt ſuch Offenders would have been ar 
put in Execution in their utmoſt Rigor, m 
and they, the Exiles, puniſhed according 
ro their Deſerts; wherefore they bad th 
great Reaſon moſt humbly to thank his ſp 
Serene Highneſs the Archbiſhop, for the iſ ®F 
great Clemency he at preſent ſhewed un- an 


to | thier, by PREY pardoning them Ui

the ſaid Exiles. Upon his deſiring to 
take along with him his Wife and ſix 
Children, who knew not what was be- 
come of him, he received this Anſwer, 
big. That his Wife and Children were 
better provided for than he himſelf, and 
that they muſt ſtay in the Country. 
Tur Tenement or Meſſuage which 
he was poſſeſſed of at Enswald, in the 
Bailiwick of Radſtadt, is worth 5000 
Florins; yet he got not a Penny in 


Conſideration thereof, at the Time of 
his Departure: but bidding farewel to 


all he had, he relied entirely on the Pro- 
vidence of God, and firmly believed that 
he would not forſake him. 5 | 

3. John Hoyer, late of the Village of 
Saalfeld, in the Bailiwick of Lichtenberg, 


about 50 Years of Age, declared as fol- 


lows : 


THAx laſt Vear, on Tueſday before Mi- 


chaelmas, about eleven of the Clock at 


Night, between thirty and forty Men, 
armed with charged Guns, and for the 


moſt part Grenadiers, knocked very hard 
at his Door. He refuſing to open it, 
they told him, that they muſt neceſſarily 


ſpeak with him. The Door being then 
opened, they all ruſhed in upon him, 
and ſaid, You Helliſh Dog, You Here- 
uck, You Betrayer of Souls | Come a- 

D loug 
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long with us: Whereupon they tied his 
Hands with Cords behind his Back, that 
the Blood burſt out at his Nails. They 
carried him about, two Hours and an 
half, in his Shirt, and having on nothing 
but his Breeches, till they came to the 
Caſtle of Lichtenberg, where having firſ 
fetter'd him acroſs, they locked him up 
eight Days in a Cellar, and fed him with 
Bread and Water. From Lichtenberg 
they brought him in Fetters to a Village 
called Loſer, and from thence, in Con- 
junction with eight others, who were 


alſo impriſoned on account of the Pro- 


teſtant Religion, to the Caſtle of Saltz- 
burg. Here they took off their Irons, 
and threw them together into a damp, 


dark, and very deep Dungeon, into which 


their Victuals, being nothing but Bread 


and Water, were let down to them by 21 


Rope: Now and then they got a little 


Bit of Beef, and a little Broth for Din- 


ner, and for Breakfaſt a Dram of Brandy 
and ſome Garlick ; but at Night gene- 
rally they had nothing but a Creutzer's 
worth of Bread and ſome Water. After 


he had been three Weeks in this noiſome 


Place, he fell ſick, and being thereupon 
ſent to another Priſon, not 1o cloſe as 


the former, called the Burgher's Room, 
a Surgeon was ordered to take Care of 


him, 
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him, to whom the Priſoner himſelf was 
afterwards obliged to pay ten Florins, for 


his Attendance and Cure. Being reco- 
vered a little, he was re- committed to his 


former Lodgings in the Dungeon, and 


his Place in the Burgher's Room was 
filled up with his Brother Bartholomew 
Hoyer, who had been alſo clapt up in 
the Dungeon, and there taken ill. They 
afterwards kept him nine Weeks in this 


Dungeon, together with eight other Pro- 


teſtant Priſoners mentioned betore, and 
after that, threw them together into an- 
other Dungeon, far about twenty Weeks. 

Ueon Enquiry into ſeveral Accuſa- 
tions which had been brought againſt 
them, their Enemies could make good 


nothing. They put about a hundred 


ueſtions to every one of them; among 
which, the ſaid John Hoyer remembred 


the following : VIZ. 


1. How much Land-Tax he paid? 
What Religion he was of? 
Whether he had a Deſign to burn 

ſuch or ſuch a Village ? 


. Whether he was was was. to pay 


his Land-Tax to the Archbiſhop ? 
Whether he had ſollicited for any 

hn or Aſſiſtance from the Bran- 

denburgers, the Switzers, or other Poten- 
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6. Whether he and other of his Ac- 
complices had not a Deſign, and even 
had ſaid in common Converſation, that 
about Bartholomew-tide, or Michaelmas 
none of their Governors ſhould be left 
in the Country, but that they all ſhould 
be diſpatched into the other World ? 

7. Whether he, and others, had nor 
provided themſelves with Arms and 
Guns? 2 

And a great many more the like ma- 
licious Queſtions, which tended to charge 
him with rebellious Deſigns. To Which 
the ſaid John Hoyer anſwered: 

1. To the firſt Queſtion, That it 0 


appear beſt by the Regiſter of the Land- 
Tax; where it was ſet down, what every! 


one pays for his Lands. 

2. To the ſecond, That he profeſſed 

the Proteſtant Religion, in which he would 
live and die. 
3. To the third, That it never entred 
into his Thoughts to do any Harm or 
Miſchief to his Country; and that he 
hoped God would keep him from ſuch 
Wickedneſs. 

4. To the fourth, That he was very 


willing and ready to pay the Duties to 
his Prince; that he had never in any 
manner oppoſed the levying the ſame,

and that he was not in Arrears for any 
Taxes. 

To the fifth, That neither he nor 
the other Proteſtants had occaſion to 
ſollicit for any Aſſiſtance from foreign 
Princes, for temporal Ends or illegal 
Purpoſes ; but that they had only be- 
ſeeched God to incline the Hearts of 
Proteſtant Princes towards relieving thoſe 
of their Communion, who groaned under 
the heavy Load of Perſecution, and the 
procuring them Liberty to worſhip God 
according to his Word. 

6. To the ſixth he ſaid, God forbid 
that I ever ſhould wiſh any ſuch 
Thing! 
. And to the ſeventh, That ſome of 
chem kept Guns for ſhooting now and 
then a Bird; but that none of them kept 
Arms with any Deſign to do Miſchief.

4. Bartholomew Hoyer, late of Guthe- 
ran in the Bailiwick of Lichtenberg, Hus- 


bandman, aged 52 Years, Brother to the 


ſaid John, hath had the ſame Fate, and 


undergone the fame Sufferings with his 
Brother. He was, like him, taken out 
of his Bed by a Body of 26 Men, con- 
ſiſting of Soldiers, Grenadiers, and civil 
Officers, on Tueſday before Michaelmas 


1731, in the Night-time. His Hands 


being tied together very hard with Cords, 
ſo that he could not ſtir a Finger; he 
was forced to march two Hours and an 
half through thick and thin, over Brooks 
and Pools of Water, in a very cold Night, 
having nothing on but his Shirt, till 
they came to Lzichtenberg ; where they 
confined him in a dark and damp Cel- 
lar, having firſt ſhackled him, Hands and 
Feet. Twice a Day he got ſome Bread 
and Water, and now and then a little 
Broth, which was deſignedly ſo high ſea- 
ſoned with Salt, that after he had taken it, 
he felt a great and violent Thirſt, and yet 
Nobody was permitted to give him any 
Drink; having been ſometimes almoſt 
choak d for want of the ſame, and ſuffered 
very much upon that Account, for the 
Space of eight Days. He was afterwards

conducted by Soldiers to a certain Place 
called Loſſe, (his Hands and Feet being 


fetter'd and tied with Cords) where they 


ſtopt, and gave him two Days to reſt, 
which he paſſed in a damp Cellar ; and 
then proceeded with him to Salfzburg. 
At Saltzburg he met with the ſame 
Treatment as his Brother had done, and 
ſeveral great Hardſhips, and exquiſite

on him. But he was at laſt diſcharged, 
after an Impriſonment of 32 Weeks, and 


ſeveral Examinations ; and he had a Co- 


py of the Sentence abovementioned given 
him, after he had heard it read.

Afterwards 
the Bailiff ſent him in Chains, with 15 
other Priſoners, all Proteſtants, to the 
Caſtle of V. erflen, under a Guard of 200 
Imperial Soldiers, where he was pur, to- 
gether with the reſt, into a cloſe and 
dark Dungeon. From Werffen, the Guard 
brought him to a Village called Galling,

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But the Soldiers drove them from the 
Waggon by beating them with Sticks, 
and uſing them with hard Words, ſay- 
| ing, Go along, you Heretick Mob ! and then 
they carried the Priſoners, in the dark 
Night, to the Guard-Room of the Caltle 
of Galdaſt; where the Soldiers abuſed 
and vilified them very much, often hold- 
ing their” Bayonets to their Breaſts, and 
laying, You Heretick Dogs, you have de- 
| ſerved to be all filled upon the Spot ; 
| which Uſage they continued for about 14. 
Days, without Intermiſſion. The Num- 


ber of the Proteſtant Priſoners being in 


the mean time increaſed to 14, they were 
| ſent from thence in Irons, upon two 
| Waggons, under a ſtrong Guard of 200 
| Imperial Soldiers, ta Werffen ; where they 
| were obliged to wait three Hours upon 
| the Waggons, before neceſſary Oi ders 
could be given, and Preparations made 
for their Reception. At laſt they were

he was entirely innocent and ignorant of 
the Crimes laid to his Charge, the Bai- 


liff took him from the Priſoners with 
whom he had been, fetter'd him to an- 


other Priſoner, and ſhur them both up in 
that Condition in a Corn-loft, where he 
As it was very 
as almoſt frozen to Death, for 


for God's Sake, to order him, for a ſhort 
time, into a warm Room, that he might 
warm a little his half-dead Limbs; but 
the Bailiff abfolutely refuſed him that 
Favour, nor would he ſuffer him to go 
out of that Place, till the 8 of May; 
when, after an Impriſonment of 3o 
Weeks, and the Payment of 8 Florins, 
for Coſts of his Arreſt, he was diſcharg- 


ed. The Tenement which he was poſ— 


ſeſſed of at Dori, in the Bailiwick of 


Gaſtein, 
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Gaſtein, is worth 1050 Florins. His Pro-— 
teſtant Books, which the Bailiff's Clerk 
and the Pariſn Prieſt ſeized, he value 

at 15 Florins, amongſt which were a 
pretty large Bible, Haberman's Prayer- 
Book, the Auguſtan Confeſſion, Schait- 
berger's' Letters to his Countrymen, 
Arndt's Garden of Paradiſe, and many 
other Books of Devotion, 'Z 

. Matthew Kgſcwurm, 27 Years of 
Age, a ſingle Man, and Servant to Veit 
Kaſewurm, declared as follows: © 

AT 12 of the Clock at Night, 20 Sol- 
| diers, and a Civil Officer, came to the 
| Houſe, where he was in Bed and aſleep, 
| and took him out of his Bed, becauſe 
| be likewiſe had embraced the Proteſtant 
Religion. The Officer gave him ſeve- 
| ral Blows with his Fiſt, becauſe he did 
not get up ſoon enough; and having tied 
his Hands with Cords, they led him on 
foot, three quarters of an Hour, towards 
Kadſtadt; at which Place they carried 
him before a Magiſtrate, accuſing him, 
That he had ſpoken ill of the Roman- 
Catholick Religion. They likewiſe pro- 
duced an Heretick Book (as they called 
it) which they found upon him, being 
an Expoſition upon the P/a/ms; and this 
Book the Magiſtrate ordered to be faſ- 
tened to his Hands, to ſerve as Matter 


of 
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of Ridicule. He likewiſe bid the Scl. 
diers give him ſome ſevere Blows with 
their Guns, which they were very ready 
to do, and gave him many, to the Sa- 
tisfaction of the Magiſtrate. And aftet 
they had done, he began anew himſelf, 
cruelly beating the Priſoner with his 
Cane on the Face and Noſe, with ſuch 
Force, and in ſuch a manner, that it 
bled all Night long; and the Marks of 
the Wounds are ſtill to be ſeen.. This 
done, he alſo gave him ſeveral violent 
Blows on the Shins, and then ſent him 


to Priſon, when he had thus glutted hi R 


Rage and Malice. But three Days after, 
the Magiſtrate repented that he had uſed 
him ſo ill; and upon his being brought It 
before him, he told the Priſoner, that he 
ſhould not take it ill that he had ſtruck 
him in ſo diſmal a manner, becauſe he 
was at that time drunk; and that he 
would pay the Surgeon for dreſſing _— 
healing his Wounds, which took up 14 
Days. Moreover, out of Compaſſion, he 
made him a Preſent of an Imperial Rix- 


dollar-Piece, which the Priſoner kept! in t 


Memory of this Fact, and ſhewed it to 
the Commiſſary. 
From Werfen, the Priſoner was car- 


ried ta the Cattle of Saltaburg; and after

ment there, he Was ſet at Liberty, with 
other Priſoners, in whoſe Company he 
left the Country. His Patrimony, being

Soldiers, and ſaying to them, Beat 
the Heretick Dog heartily: Yet certain- 
ly he ſtruck him with the Cane himſelf 
which the Soldiers themſelves afterwards 
1 diſcovered to the Priſoner, and he him- 
1 ſelf might partly judge, knowing the 
Bailiff's Voice pretty well. Not only 
theſe heavy Strokes, but a Nail that ran 
into his Foot as he went along, and 
cauſed it to bleed all th. Way, gave him 
great pain; yet all this did not in the 
leaſt move the Bailiff, who on the con- 
trary mocked him the more, ſaying, Well 
done, you Arch-Heretick, let now the Bran- 
denburgers come and aſſiſt you. Notwith- 
ſtanding the cold Weather, which hap- 
pened at that time, he was committed 
to a very cold Priſon, and having no- 
thing on but his Shirt and his Breeches, 
and being bare-footed, he ſuffered very 
much there, ſo that it had been im- 
poſſible for him to endure it any lon- 
ger, had not his Wife, the next Day, 


con- 
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conveyed his Cloaths and a Bed to him? 
Yet having over-heated himſelf, by walk- 
ing ſo faſt (the Soldiers who took him 
Priſoner forcing him ſo to do) and be- 
ing afterwards cold again, he felt great 
Torments in his Body. Nevertheleſs, no 
Body having Compaſſion on him, he was 
afterwards removed to the Goal at Werf- 
fen, which is four Leagues from Rad- 
ſadt, blind-fold as before; having on 
again the Leathern Cap abovementioned, 
which they tied ſo hard about his Neck, 
that he could ſcarcely breathe. At Wer f 
fen they told him ſeveral dreadful Stories, 
with a great deal of Aſſurance, in order 
to frighten him: For inſtance; That the 
Smith from Hittau, and another Man 
whoſe Name is Hayer, had their Heads 
ſtruck off; and that he could expect no 
better Uſage. But being not in the leaſt 
terrified by this their Talk, he replied, 
That if for no other Reaſon they would 
put him to Death, than becauſe he follow- 
ed the Doctrine of Chriſt and his Apoſ- 
tles, and he condemned the Ordinances 
of Men, he was very willing to loſe his 
Life; Chriſt himlelf, tho' innocent, be- 
ing condemned to die by his Enemies. 
Before the Window of the Priſon where 
he lay (which they had opened on pur- 
pole) they let down, by a Rope, a Figure

Several other Fi- 05 
gures, dreſſed like Men, were in the ſame = 
manner ſhewn to the Priſoners, who, they hs 
ſaid, were beheaded, or hanged and quar- poi 


tered for their Hereſy. 

FROM Werfen he was at laſt brought 
up to the Town-Houſe of Saltzburg; 
and afterwards condemned to a dark Cel- 
lar; where having lain three Weeks, he 
was diſcharged with others, after an Im- 
priſonment of 32 Weeks. His Wife and 
four ſmall Children, vis. Veit, eleven, 
Mary, four, John, two Years and an half 
and George, one Year of Age, were un- 
juſtly detained, and are till kept from 
him. 

THe ſaid Veit Kaſewurm left behind 
him an handſome Patrimony, which is a 
Tenement at Tauracher-Zech, of the Va- 
lue of 5000 Florins, including his Goods 


and Chattels.

9. Wolff Langbrandner, Huſbandman, 
48 Years of Age, late of Dorf, in the 
Bailiwick of Gaſtein, being well-ground- 
ed in, and having good Knowledge of 
the Proteſtant Religion, was choſen by 
his Brethren, with 20 other Perſons, to 
be ſent to Ratisbon, and there to lay be- 
fore the Evangelick Body the heavy Op- 
preſſions of the Proteſtants in the Arch- 
biſhoprick of Sa/tzburg. They alſo 
found Means to procure him and the 
other Deputies a Letter of Protection, 
and Paſſport, from the Emperor's Bailiff 
at 1/chel; upon which they relied very 
much, and thought the ſame to be a ſuf- 
ficient Security to the Deputies. Accor- 
dingly, he and 20 other Proteſtants, pri- 
vately ſet out for Raticbon on St. Mat- 
thew's Day in the laſt Year. But after 
they had advanced on their Way thither, 
ſo far as to Franckenburg, in the Bailiwick 
of Frey, and the Papiſts had notice there- 
of, they were ſtopp'd and arreſted by the 
Count of Kauffenhiller. And tho' they 
produced and ſhewed unto him the Paſſ- 
ports given them by the Emperor's Bai- 
liff beforementioned; yet the Count pay- 
ing not the leaſt Regard thereto, and 
ordering beſides the ſame to be taken 
from them, they were carried by the 
Roman-Catholick Burghers of that Place 


ES to 
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to the Main-Guard Room, and there kept 
four Days (without being put in Irons) 
and from thence conducted by the Bai. 
liff's Clerk to a Village called Ruth, up- 
on the Frontiers of Bavaria; where they 
were five Days at their own Expence, and 
afterwards ſent back to a Place called 
Minthen. Being arrived there, they ap- 
plied to the Regency, by a Meſſenger, for 
a free Paſſage: but the ſame being denied 
them, they were obliged to take their 
Rout from the Bavarian Countries thro 
Martenberg into the Emperor's Domi- 
nions, where the Count Kauffenhiller ar- 
reſted them again, and ordered his Huntſ- 
men and Labourers to bring them Pri— 
ſoners to Lintz (which is one German 
League from the Place where they were 
arreſted) whereupon imploring the Em- 
peror's Protection, they were allowed 12 
Creutzersa Day each Perſon, during their 
Stay there in the Barracks, which was 23 
Days ; and the ſame was accordingly 
paid them by a Quarter-Maſter. Being 
examin'd about the Motives they had 
to leave their Country, they all anſwered 
unanimouſly, Thar their Motive was the 
Proteſtant Religion; and that upon their 
profeſſing the ſame, the Prieſts had re- 
fuſed to baptize their new-born Children, 
to adminiſter the Sacrament to them, or 
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to viſit their Sick. Farther, that for this 
Reaſon the ſaid Wolff Langbrandner (be- 
ing a good Writer) with the Conſent and 
in the Name of the other Proteſtants, the 
Number of whom amounted at that time 

to about 18,000, had drawn up a Pe- 
tition, and preſented the ſame in Writ- 
ing to his Serene Highneſs the Archbi- 
ſhop : and that three Weeks after, they 
had taken a Reſolution to apply to the 
| Evangelick Body at Ratisbon, for their 

Protection, and the procuring Eaſe to 

| their Conſciences. - 

| AFTERWARDS they were conducted 

E Priſoners to the Caſtle of Saltzburg, un- 

| der a Guard of 25 Soldiers of the Regi- 

At their Arri- 
val there, their Pockets being ſearch'd, the 
| Proteſtant Books, their Knives, and what 
| they had about them, were taken from 
them; they were all committed to Priſon 
in Irons; ſeven of them to a dark and

| ſeven to the Governour's Stables: Thoſe 
in the former had nothing but Bread and 

Water allowed them, let down by a Rope 

to them; but the reſt had now and then 

a little Broth and Beef. | 

AFTER they had lain ſeven Weeks in 
Priſon, one Leonhard Oberbiichler was

curſing them, and telling them, they 
were not worthy of the Place they fat 


in; that they had better ſtay away than 


come, for that no Preaching or Admo- 
nition had any Effect upon them, ſince 
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they were already in Darkneſs, and were 
blind : That the Prieſts would not bap. 
tize their Children any more, wherefore 
the Proteſtants went no more to their 
Churches, Sc. That the Catholicks do 
teach, that no Body can be ſaved, who 
does not believe in the Virgin Mary, 
and obey all the Laws of the Pope. As 
to their Departure, they were allowed a 
Fortnight or Month's Time to prepare 
for it. Mean while they were admo- 
niſhed to conform to the Popiſh Reli.
